Your  Bitting  vas  made  on  3 Apr  63-  You  reported  this  sighting 
to  the  united  States  Air  Force  In  ITovember  I963  and  forwarded 
the  form  to  the  USAF  in  Feb  1964.  Aljaost  one  year  has  passc^d 
since  your  sighting. 

Information  in  your  report  was  vague  and  InconBlstent.  Portions 
of  the  data  requested  were  mlsBlngj  such  as  the  direction  and 
dxtratlon  of  the  sighting.  Also,  the  speed  estimated  at  500  mpb 
Is  Inconslstant  with  motion  ascribed  to  the  object.  Your 
report  Is  carried  In  the  Other  Category  (Conflicting  Bata).  RO 
Information  presented  indicated  that  this  was  not  a misinterpreted 
conventional  object  or  natural  phenomenon.
